To the Editor: 

Michael Edgar's article 
in the September 26 edition of 
Lambda offered few credible 
arguments to highlight the on- 
going debate on the feasibility 
of an Arts education versus a 
Science education. While the 
tone of the article leaves me 
with the impression that Mr. 
Edgar will never be swayed 
from his views that a degree in 
Chemistry is equivalent to dis- 
covering the Holy Grail, I hope 
he would let a poor, miserable, 
misguided Arts student offer 
some constructive criticism to 
improve his narrow definition 
of the role of the university. 

Mr. Edgar chronicles a "sore 
spot amongst science buffs" by 
complaining mat he must take 
two Arts courses while Arts 
students take only one science 
course. This line of reasoning 
is fundamentally flawed. Uni- 
versity regulations stale that 
students must take one course 
each in the Humanities, Social 
Sciences, and Pure Sciences. A 
student enrolled in a Social Sci- 
ence discipline like Geography , 
for example, needs to fulfill his

dition to graduate. Pure Science 
students, therefore, must com- 
plete one Humanities and one 
Social Science course to 
graduate. By failing to under- 
stand the division of courses 
within an Arts program, Mr. 
Edgar distorts the issue to com- 
plain about the supposed injus- 
tices that Science students must 
endure. 

The English Competency 
Test seems to be an element of 
university life that Mr. Edgar 
holds in contempt Ironically, 
in 1988, the governing body 
that oversees professional En- 
gineers in the province of On- 
tario recommended that uni- 
versities expand their language 
requirements to include Science 
students due to the abysmal 
writing skills of Engineers. 
Judging by the structure of his 
article, it would appear that Mr. 
Edgar's writing skillscould use 
the help that a WAC course 
offers. A 400 word paragraph 
that needed to be broken into 
three separate paragraphs, poor 



sentence structure, substituting 
homonyms like "whole" for 
"hole" and "coarse" for 
"course," and a meandering 
style that followed no coherent 
outline leads me to believe that 
perhaps Mr. Edgar would justi- 
fiably be treated as an "imbe- 
cile" by the language supervi- 
sors if he was required to write 
the language test Proper com- 
munication skills are important 
forany university graduate, and 
the Competency Test is not an 
attempt to impose an Arts re- 
quirement on Science students. 
To conclude, Mr. Edgar 
seems to relish referring to Arts 
courses as "memorization and 
regurgitation of trivial infor- 
mation." Surprisingly, I have 
yet to read in any newspaper or 
journal of a groundbreaking 
discovery by Mr. Edgar radi- 
cally altering the present 
boundaries of Chemistry. All 
undergraduate courses consist 
of memorizing and researching 
established facts and theories, 
and I would argue that disci- 
plines like Chemistry encour- 
age a rigidly orthodox view of 



subject knowledge to a greater 
degree than any Arts program. 
Issues involving legal matters, 
human motivation, and litera- 
ture cannot be capsuled into 
seven thousand mathematical 
formulas , and a smear campaign 
against "trivial" courses in the 
Arts is indefensible. By the 
way, I find it amazing that 
someone overworked by labs 
and classwork, as Mr. Edgar 
claims he is, actually found time 
in his incredibly hectic sched- 
ule to "sit in" on other courses. 
I am not, to use Mr. Edgar's 
word, "appalled" by the argu- 
ments proposing the superior- 
ity of Science programs, lam, 
however, extremely gratified 
that I will never be forced to 
endure immature, intemperate, 
and inarticulate students like 
Mr. Edgar in my "inferior" class 
schedule.

Ontario to Begin Discussions with Federal Gov- 
ernment on French-Language College Initiative 

Ontario Minister of to make some decisions." 



colleges and Universities 
Richard Allen announced 
today that ministry offi- 
cials have been instructed 
to begin discussions with 
the federal government on 
a provincial proposal for 
the expansion of the 
French-language college 
initiative in Ontario. 

"Given the eco- 
nomic situation, we need 
substantial financial help 
from the federal govern- 
ment," said Dr. Allen. "I 
want to find out the extent 
of the federal govern- 
ment's commitment and 
then we'll be in a position 



Following the estab- 
lishment of La Cite 
collegiale, the Ontario 
government commis- 
sioned a study of French- 
language college services 
and programs in other ar- 
eas of the province. 

The Bourdeau com- 
mission reports released 
on Nov. 2, 1990 recom- 
mend the establishment of 
two new French-language 
colleges, one in the North 
and the other in the Cen- 
tre/Southwest of the prov- 
ince. 

"Certainly, we want 
Ontario's francophones to 



have access to 
postsecondary education 
in their own language. 
Improving accessibility of 
groups that are 
underrepresented in our 
postsecondary system is a 
priority of this govern- 
ment," said Dr. Allen. 

"This announce- 
ment demonstrates the 
provincial government's 
commitment to expanding 
French- 1 an guage 
postsecondary education 
in Ontario," said the Min- 
ister Responsible for Fran- 
cophone Affairs Gilles 
Pouliot. "I now hope that 
these discussions between 
the provincial and federal 
governments will be fruit- 
ful, for the benefit of all 
those concerned."

Enrolment is up again 



Laurentian's full 
time undergraduate enrol- 
ment on campus, as of 
September 16, 1991, is up 
by a total of 2:7%, or 119 
students, as compared to 
enrolment at November 1 , 
1990. The figures for the 
1991-92 academic year 
may change, as enrolment 
is continuing. Part-time 
enrolment statistics are 
incomplete at this time. 

Total first year, full 
time, undergraduate enrol- 
ment has increased by 
8.6%, or 1 33 students, to a 
total of 1,680. 

Overall enrolment 
in the Sciences is up by 14 
% (79 students). Among 



first-year, full-time stu- 
dents, enrolment in the 
Sciences has gone up by 
37% (65 students); in Arts 
- encompassing both Hu- 
manities and Social Sci- 
ences - the increase is 2.2% 
(16 students); and in the 
Professional Schools, it is 
8.2% (52 students). 

Four programs with 
limited enrolments - Edu- 
cation, Nursing, Human 
Movement, and Sports 
Administration- are com- 
pletely filled. This repre- 
sents the first time in Lau- 
ren tian's history that the 
Education program has 
been filled to capacity.

Question: The fine for late books in unreasonable. We are students 
and not millionaires. I do accept some responsibility for returning the 
books late, but I don't feel I should have to pay $1.00 for every day 
I am late. Also valid reasons for late returns do exist. I hope that in 
future this policy will be changed to something more reasonable. 

Reply: The fines are stiff— no doubt about it — but they can be 
avoided. As the noted U.S Judge, Harold T. Stone, of Night court 
fame recently noted: "All those in favour of avoiding speeding 
tickets, please raise their right foots."! 

Seriously, the Amiable Librarian agrees that valid reasons for 
late returns do exist, and you can explain you situation to the 
Circulation Supervisor. However, the library staff deals daily with 
students who desperately need particular books to complete assign- 
ments and they are unable to do so because the books they need are 
overdue. An effective fine system will ensure the return of books but 
the charges should not be so high that they cannot be paid. If our 
system of fines does not meet this standard, it should be reviewed.

Question: Why does interlibrary loan need a specific book title? Last 
year, I waited one and a half months for information on Greek 



Architecture (far past the deadline for my essay). Fortunately my 
professor allowed me to present my topic at a later date. 

Reply: Unfortunately, lending libraries will not conduct subject 
searches. They lend only specific titles when asked. If you are having 
problems locating specific titles on any topic, please see the Amiable 
Librarian for help. In the case of Greek architecture, you would have 
been directed to the Art Index (INDEX N a A78), which contains 
numerous references on this topic ( some of which, as it turns out, are 
located in the J.N, Desmarais Library) 

Question: I am outraged. I just received an article which I requested 
on inter-library loan and you people charged me $4.50 even though it 
was one page long and I can't even read it because it is in German. 
That's highway robbery! 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian hates to see unhappy customers — 
especially if there is not much that can be done about it. The Amiable 
Librarian reads Chinese, Finnish, Italian, Spanish, Polish, and Rus- 
sian. Even French and English. But German, that's a different matter. 
For help with language, you might have to go to one of our staff, or 
a faculty member. Next time, of course, it might be worth checking 
the language of the article before you order it. 

As to the ILL charges, you should know that on May 1,1991, the 
Ontario Council of University Librarians raised the fee for articles 
received via interlibrary loan from $3.00 to $4.50 no matter whether 
the articles were 1 page or 30. (If the articles go from 31 pages to 60, 
the rate doubles to $9.00). Your one-page article, in other words, costs 
the same as a 30 pager. 

To repeat: the Lauren tian University Library has no control over 
this fee since it was set provincially. 

The bright side to inter-library loan service, of course, is that as 

a general rule there are no charges for books. Even though titles are 

not available in the library, they will be obtained from other libraries 

not only in Ontario, but across Canada, and if necessary around the 

world. 

The reason there is generally no charge for books, at least for 

those obtained from Ontario and Quebec, is that the users must return 

the ones received within two or three weeks whereas with articles, they 

get to keep these articles indefinitely. Of course, that feature is 

particularly attractive when the users can read the articles they 

receive!

MR. GREEN 
Demagogue or a Legitimate Student Representative. 

Mr.Greenhasthiswonderfulwayabouthimself.He's like... Gorbachev. Perhaps the best way to explain this comparison 
is to examine his response to Chris Land's concern about the rising expenditures of the SGA. Right of the bat, in the second 
paragraph, he takes an approach very similar to the Russian's response to the striking Siberian miners. He thanked Lambda, as 
Gorbachev did to the miners, for taking the initiative into their own hands. This is very skillful, 

Despite being the decision maker and the target of public pressure, he managed to get the sympathy of Lambda and the 
SGA members by simply addressing the obvious error. Once again, it is very skilful. To the political science and ideological 
philosophy buffs, this behaviour is outlined in the writings of Antonio Gramcsi; the Italian communist who had the most 
pragmatic and indeed progressive approach to "applying* communism. He refined Marx's and Lenin 's approach. Stalin should 
have listened to him, Gorbachev did. Perhaps Mr. Green should change his major! 

However, the is also the little comment about Lambda and it's purpose which Mr. Green seemed to limit to a watch dog 
institution should be expanded. Lambda is much more. This paper is not some organization which is limited to helping on elitist 
group of over-achievers, fattening on their hedonism, while playing individual office politics to further their careers. Lambda 
is not a polarized mouthpiece for individuals or organizations spewing forward their rhetorical propaganda either. 

Despite the fact that numerous groups have attempted to influence and control Lambda, the masthead sail states that 
Lambda "remains editorially autonomous for all University organizations, both student and administrative". This editorial 
autonomy is even greater than media out in the real world. If the members of this staff, or any future Lambda staff, will make 
a conscious choice to reflect a certain extreme view of the society, as it occurred last school year v/ith the reprinting of the 
homosexual rights article from the Muse , they will not have to apply self censorship in order to save their careers and the lifestyle 
of their families. Therefore, this paper has the opportunity to be more extreme than the mainstream media. There are few student 
papers in Canada that have these privileges; Lambda is one of them. 

While Lambda has become a financial watchdog only as an extension of its public mandate, it is much more. It is not 
limited to watching the SGA. It is Laurentian's very own pedestal for freedom of speech, and any other "fluff" as Chris Land 
puts it. It is, as the editorial staff continues propagating, the public forum for this intimate little community. 

There also has to be the explanation of Mr. Green's political savvy in the excuse he uses to compensate for this 
mismanagement of public money. Although it is absolutely true that Laurentian student body is apathetic. After all, the 
newspaper is an expression of the Laurentian apathy. Actually, after seeing the populous turnout at the Alumni parade one 
wonders if anybody ever graduated from Laurentian. Perhaps, it is only a historical lack of enthusiastic school spirit. "We [ the 
SGA Executive] are guilty in judgement" as Mr. Green states is, however, a smokescreen distraction.^f ea culpe, is not enough, 
though commendable. You have the rest of the year for penance. 

The Executive is not so much guilty of misjudging the extent of Laurentian apathy. Instead they are guilty of not 
informing its members of the financial risks taken through bringing in a reputable act. Maybe, theresult would have been better. 
Then again, the situation might have been the same. 

The real bad news is that this loss will result in "eliminating services, reducing programming and cutting cost right across 
the board*. This part sounds really familiar. It is rather fortunate that Lambda is financed directly by an SGA student levy of 
ten dollars. Otherwise, Laurentian might have been one paper less or one skeleton of what it is now. There have been precedents 
for cutting such organizations. 

Yet it is commendable, that Mr. green continues to emphasize that the SGA should extend its mandate to more significant 
aid to its members. The extent of this new mandate is still a bit of a gray area to be exposed in the future. A word of suggestion, 
if the Executive has problems financing its new bold assistance programs, perhaps the money put away for the new office 
furniture in three term deposits, should be designated for the public good. 

In conclusion the sympathetic Lambda staffers would like to thank Mr. Green for outlining our new watch dog 
responsibility. We feel privileged with this honour. Yet what you did is a bit of injustice by bringing up the last years April fools 
edition, the UnLambda. Although some of the members of the current staff, were part of that production, as you were the vice- 
president of the SGA. Chris Land did not bring up Marc Veno's fiscal management. However, since we're on the topic of the 
last year, the advertising revenue in UnLambda, more then covered the cost of printing! 
With that in mind; ...Dasviedania!
